Second. The Constitution the Ur. ited 
States 1s the eupreme law, and not a mere 
compact. Out confederated States it 
made u sovereign nation, Some powers are 
denied to the nation, while others are retained 
by the States; but the boundary between the 

wers delegated and those reserved is to be 
— ae y national aod not by State tri- 
upais. 

Third. The work of popular education is 
one leit to the care of the severa: States, but 
it is the duty of the national government to 
aid that work to tne extent of its constitu- 
tional ability. The intelligence of the nation 
is but the aggregate of the intelligence in the 
several States, and the destiny oi the nation 
must be guided, not by the genius of any one 
State, but by the iverage genius of all. 

NON-SECTAKIAN SCHOOLS. 


Fourth. ‘lhe constitution wisely forbids 
Congress to make any laws respecting an es- 
tablishment of religion, but it is idle to ho 
that the nation can be protected against the 
influence of sectarianism while each State is 
exposed to its particular demination. We 
therefore recommend that the constitution 


re 


oe so amended as to lay some probibition up- 
on the Legis.ature of cach State, and to forbid 
the appropriation of public tunds to the sup- 
port oi sectarian schools. 

Filth. We reaflirm the belief avowed in 
1876, that the duties levied for tne pu e of 
revenue should be so discriminate as tu fa: or 
American labor. That no farther grant of the 
public domain sbould be mauve io apy rail- 
road or other ration. That slavery hav- 
ing periehed in tue States, its twin barbarity, 
polygamy, must die in the Territories. That 
everywhere the protection accorced to a citi- 
zen «f American birth n.ust be secured to cit- 
izens Of American adoption. That it is the 
duty of Congress to develop and improve our 
water-courses and barvors, but we insist that 
further subsidies to private persons or corpo- 
rations must cease, That the obligations to 
the men who preserved, ite integrity in the 
duy ot battle are undimi ed by the lapse of 
tiiteen years since their final victory. Their 
perpetual honor is and shall forever be the 
gratetul privilege and the sacred duty of the 
American peopie. 

THE CHINESE PLANK 


- Sixth, Since the authority to regulate im- 
Migration and intercouree between the 
United states and foreign nations rests with 
the Congress of the United States and ita 
treaty-making powers. that the Kepublican 
party, regarding the uurestricted 1m migration 
uf the Chinese as au evil of great maguitude, 
involves tue ex:rcise of the power to restrain 
and limit that immigration by the enactment 
of such just. humane and reasonable provis- 
ions as will produce the result. 

Seventh. That the purity and patriotism 
which characterized the earlier career of 
tuiherford B. Hayes in and war, and 
which guided the thought of his immediate

endeavored to obliterate the sacred memories 
of the war and to overcome its inestimable 
good resulta-- aud individual equal- 

We affirm it to be the duty and pur 


gerou of our

istration of the national government to a 
party which seeks to overthrow the existin 
policy under which we are so prosperous, an 
thus bring destruction and confusion where 
there is now order, confidence and hope.
